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Call For Million 


Names To Huge: 
Telegram Issued

NEW YORK. — Determined to 
maintain the American protest 
movement until all danger of a 
threatened British sell-out of Zion- 
ism vanishes, the Emergency Com- 
mittee on Palestine this week 
launched a campaign for one mil- 
lion signatures to a mammoth tel- 
egram urging President Roosevelt 
to make a public statement stress- 
ing the moral and humanitarian 
issues involved in the Palestine 
problem and requesting Great Brit- 
ain to abide by its promises to 
It was said there was 
reason to believe the President 
would respond to such an appeal. 

The campaign was started in 
conjunction with the nationwide 
mass meetings which began Sun- 
day and will continue until Balfour 
Day, Nov. 2, at which American 
Jewry’s concern over threats to 
the Jewish National home is being 
voiced. Every signature obtained 
will be appended to the telegram, 
the signatories paying five cents, 
the average wiring cost per name 
from all parts of the country to 
Washington. 

Speakers at a press conference 
at which the plan was announced 
pointed out that the protest move- 
ment was divided into three phas- 
es. The first consisted of the ef- 
fort to obtain representations from 
the State Department on the legal- 
istic issues involved, which was 
culminated by Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull’s statement promis- 
ing protection of American inter- 
pests in the event of any change in 
Palestine’s political status. The 
second will be the appeal to Pres- 
Ident Roosevelt, and the third will 
be a demarche directly to Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain. 

Dr. Solomon Goldman, president 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America, declared on behalf of the 
Emergency Committee that ‘“des- 
Pite quasi-reassuring statements” 
from London there will continue 
to be protests in the United States 
against the rumored stoppage of 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
until a definite assurance is re- 
ceived from Great Britain that 
such action will not be taken.

250 Half-Starved 
Jews Living 
In Ditches

PRAHA.—Some 250 Jews, ex- 
pelled by the Nazis from Ger- 
man-occupied Sudetenland after 
being stripped of their poses- 
sions, and barred from Czech ter- 
ritory, were living half-starved 
in ditches in the “no-man’s land” 
between the two areas. The refu- 
gee committee in Brno sent a 
carload of food for the unfortu- 
nates, but the Czech authorities 
would not allow it to cross the 
frontier. 

The refugees included 150 south 
_of Brno, 52 near Kostitz and 51 
near Reigern. They include many 
women and children. Among 
them was a man who became de- 
mented because of hardship and 
an expectant mother.

DAMASCUS.—A two-man dele- 
gation of the Arab Supreme Com- 
mittee of Palestine, which was sup- 
pressed last year by the British 
authorities for fomenting disorders 
but was reorganized outside Pal- 
‘estine, was en route for the Uni- 
ted States to raise funds among 
Arab communities for support of 
the Arab cause in the Holy Land. 
They expect to spend from four to 
six months in the United States 
visiting various Arab groups 
throughout the country on behalf 
of the exiled ex-Muftt of Jerusa- 
lem. 

It was. learned, meanwhile, that 
a delegation of leading Palestine 
Jewish personalities was leaving 
for Europe and the United States 
to present the Jewish position in 
Palestine to the public.

Born in the Rhine province .in 
Germany on Apri] 28, 1871, Joe 
Hess was brought to America by 
his parents when he was 10 years 
old. In 1897 he came to Dan- 
ville where, after working-in the 
store of Joe Swartz for many 
years, he opened his own de- 
partment store, the Danville Prog- 
ress, which covered an_ entire 
block ‘in the business section.

munity projects, his account books 
were always opened to everybody. 
many of whom he never asked to 
settle up their old bills. He sup- 
plied clothing, coal and food to 
the needv, never turning anyone 
down. His beloved wife, Sally. 
died in 1935 and this blow, coupled 
with the depression. took almost 
evervthing he owned. 

‘With the little he had left 
“Uncle. Joe” opened a tiny dry 
goods store, but he had very little 
stock. The citizens of Danville de- 
cided something had to be done 
about that, and so they declared 
a holiday and salled it “Joe Hess 
Dav.” Friends took over his store, 
public-subscripntions replenisbed his 
stock and ties, shirts. handker- 
chiefs, etc., were sold at from 
$5 to $10 to put him back on his 
feet.

VIENNA.— Through the active 
aid of Prof. Heinrich Neumann, 
noted international ear specialist, 
one of whose more famous patients 
last year was the Duke of Wind- 
sor, the Nazi government has 
granted permission to the ORT, 
Jewish retraining organization, to 
establish a school in this city. 

The school is being erected on a 
large tract of land located in Stab- 
lau, a suburb of Vienna. Three hun- 
dred and fifty Jewish men, mostly 
former doctors, lawyers and busi- 
ness leaders, are now working on 
the grounds, reclaiming the land, 
putting...up_ barracks and school 
buildings. In addition to agricu}- 
ture, the students will be taught 
carpentry, housepainting, brick- 
laying, plumbing, engineering, 
building construction, sanitation 
and other manual crafts. 





186 Cities, 30 States At 
Jewish Congress Meet

NEW YORK. — Four hundred 
elected delegates and 150 represen- 
tatives of national organizations 
will ‘meet in a three-day Session 
beginning tomorrow evening at the 
Hotel Biltmore to consider the 
world Jewish plight. Coming from 
186 cities in 30 states, they will 
be called upon to make decisions 
not only to safeguard the future of 
Jewish existence abroad but to 
meet the problems of a developing 
anti-Semitism in the United States. 

A European delegation, compris- 
ing Dr. Nahum Goldmann of Gen- 
eva, chairman of the Administra- 
tive Committee of the World Jew- 
ish Congress, and Baruch Zucker- 
man of Paris, member of the Ad- 
ministrative Committee arrived 
here this week to address tke 
meeting. A special session will be 
devoted to Palestine, taking the 
form of a public meeting to be held 
Oct. 30 at Carnegie Hall with Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner as princi- 
pal speaker. 





SIR ROBERT MOND DEAD

PARIS. — Sir Robert Ludwig 
Mond, English industrialist, scien- 
tist and Jewish leader, died here 
last Saturday at the age of 71. He 
had been taken to Paris on Oct. 
14, seriously ill from gastric ulcers, 
to see a specialist. Funeral servic- 
es were to be held Wednesday. Sir 
Robert was an officer of several 
chemical and archaelogical organ- 
izations and had played an impor- 
tant part in Palestine, both in 
archaclogical exploration and re- 
search into the country’s chemical 
resources. 





Kaufmann Says 
National Groups 
May Fight Unity

LOUISVILLE. Ky. — Admitting 
that several of four national or- 
ganizations forming the Defense 
Council for Jewish Rights, which 
he heads, might balk and try to 
disrupt the present peace before 
unity is actually effected, Edgar H. 
Kaufmann, of Pittsburgh, told the 
East Central States Conference of 
Jewish Welfare Funds and Feder- 
ations that the 26 community coun- 
cils throughout the nation who 
forced the groups to get-to-gether 
originally might be called on again 
to prevent a break-up. 

When asked from the floor by 
Rabbi Charry of Indianapolis to 
state explicitly whether more had 
been accomplished than just the 
four groups meeting together, Mr. 
Kaufmann stated that nothing fur- 
ther had as yet been done. 

Mr. Kaufmann revealed that sev- 
eral days after the first meeting in 
Pittsburgh several of the groups 
decided to withdraw from the pro- 
jected council. He said that ad- 
ditional pressure from twenty- 
eight city community councils 
throughout the nation prevented 
the threatened break. 


How the council was first 
brought about was told by the 
Pittsburgh merchant, who has 


been catapulted into leadership of 
American. Jewry. Local representa- 
tives of The American Jewish Con- 
gress, American Jewish Committee, 
B’nai B'rith and Jewish Labor 
Council, decided to try to elimin- 
ate the chaos in American Jewry. 
This decision was implemented 
immediately by an air-mail plea to 
thirty American Jewish communi- 
ties. Twenty-six responded in the 
affirmative, Mr. Kaufmann § said. 
Armed with this powerful weapon, 
the four national groups were 
called to Pittsburgh, the national 
referendum of the American Jew- 
ish Congress was temporarily de- 
layed and what is now the Defense 
Council For American Jewish 
Rights was organized in skeleton 
form. 

Mr. Kaufmann minced no words 
as he lashed out against the weal- 
thy Jews in American Jewish life 
who were attempting to dominate 
the actions of American Jewry to 
the exclusion of the great mass of 
American Jews. He said that over- 
lapping functions of the four na- 
tional groups would be coordinated 
by the Defense Council and that 
was where he expected difficulty.

Indianapolis was assured a Jew- 
jsh forum for the winter season 
when a meeting of the Jewish for- 
um committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of Jewish organizations 
in the city, passed a motion Thurs- 
day night approving of a series of 
at least four Jewish cultural meet- 
ings under the direction of the J. 
C. C. A. 

Following the passage of the 
motion, Theodore Dann, chairman 
of the committee, appointed Rabbi 
Charry, Rabbi Goldblatt and Mey- 
er Gallin as co-chairmen of a com- 
mittee to begin selection of the 
programs. 

Representatives of city organiz- 
ations, including the J. C. C. A. 
reported approximately $615 con- 
tributed toward the forum, al- 
though it is expected that the sum 
will be swelled to $900 after all 
groups have held board meetings. 

The forum will include not only 
speakers but musical and other 
Jewish cultural programs. 


Controversy developed at the 
meeting *over the method of ar- 
ranging the forum after Max Ples- 
ser advocated the apportioning of 
one of the forums to each of the 
larger Jewish organizations. Rabbi 
Goldblatt upheld Mr. Plesser’s 
viewpoint, pointing out that this 
method would obviate much of the 
duplication in effort and cultural 
activities now prevalent in the 
city. The motion for Kirshbaum 
stewardship of the forum was 
passed, however, after Allan Bloom, 
Kirshbaum head, made a spirited 
plea for community co-operation. 

The forum meetings will be held 
monthly, it is planned, with the 
first probably in January.

The new leader who has ap- 
peared on the horizon of the 
American Jewish scene is forceful, 
logical, open-minded, displays a 
willingness to listen to others, and 
possesses a decisive sense of action.

For one thing he stood right be- 
fore Charles W. Morris, and the 
assembled heads of Louisville Jew- 
ry, and told them he didn’t ap- 
prove of their type of communal 
organization, the Louisville Confer- 
ence of Jewish Organizations. For 
another he revealed, without with- 
holding even what to many would 
have seemed to be the most pri- 
vate information, details of how 
the four national organizations 
were FORCED into the Pittsburgh 
Peace Plan. For another he de- 
clared that some of the four might 
balk at the final consummation of 
unity, and that they might then 
have to be forced once again. The 
force, if you read my discourse 
last week, was brought to bear by 
twenty-eight city Jewish commun- 
ity councils throughout the nation. 

Dr. Max Lerner of Williams Col- 
lege, former editor of The Nation, 
had just finished his lecture. It 
was a courageous thought-provok- 
ing lecture. Many of the sugges- 
tions advocated by Dr. Lerner 
when taken from the viewpoint of 
the average American Jewish Com- 
munity were revolutionary. With- 
Kaufmann 


preval on Dr. Lerner’s address and 
~-@aid-open-mindedly that he wanted 
more time to think out some of 
‘the more trenchant points brought 
out by the distinguished editor and 
teacher. 


Mr. Kaufmann lashed out at the 
Jewish plutocracy. He intimated 
they might try to thwart the work- 
ing of the Pittsburgh Peace. 

Mr. Kaufmann is what I call a 
courageous man. Mr. Kaufmann 
admitted that he had never been 
a@ member of any of the four na- 
tional groups, indicating that his 
interest in Jewish life had been 
confined to his work in Pittsburgh, 
where he is connected with one of 
the large department stores. Ab- 
rupt, unhesitating, brave almost to 
the point of being foolhardy, and 
vitally aroused by the present 
chaos in American Jewish life — 
that is Mr. Kaufmann. A refresh- 
ing, enheartening, figure. If it’s to 
be a fight, and indications point 
that it is, I think you'll agree that 
Mr. Kaufmann and American Jew- 
ry will win. 





We Are All Dragged In 


O shah shah publication, this paper often 

cringes but never resents when Jews are 
paraded in the news in an unfavorable light. So 
when last Sunday morning delegates to the East 
Central States Conference of Jewish Welfare 
Funds and Federations read in the Louisville 
Courier-Journal that two Jewish men had been 
sentenced in Federal Court, all that could be 
done was to deplore the blaring headlines. The 
newspaper had followed only routine coverage 
in reporting the case. The two Jewish men had 
knowingly received stolen property, abetting, it 
is alleged, a gang of young thieves. 

But that is not all. In the fourth or fifth 
paragraph, the newspaper reported that the two 
men, having been convicted but not as yet sen- 
tenced, plead for clemency on the grounds that 
they were Jewish synagogue workers. The re- 


porter had considered the item newsworthy, and 
it must be conceded that his judgment, despite 
the fact that it labeled the two men as Jewish, 
cannot be criticized. 

Somewhat suspicious this paper investigated. 
The two men, although they had resided in Louis- 
ville’s west end for more than fifteen years, had 
never thought enough of their Judaism even to 
affiliate themselves with the synagogue much 
less be active workers. A few months ago, how- 
ever, they did become members. This informa- 
tion was given by the rabbi. So it is. To non- 
Jews, the twe Jews not just two men, had 
corrupted a gang of youths by buying their loot. 
That the two men had not led Jewish lives was 
not sin enough for them.

Jewish Education For The Daughter Is Dis- 
cussed by. Dr. Leo L. Honor, Executive Director 
of The Board of Jewish Education of Chicago, 
in The Parent-Teacher’s Voice.—One crying need 
is “Hinukh Ha-banot”—education of the Jewish 
daughter. All Jewish educators are agreed that 
no difference should be made between the Jew- 
ish education of the boy and that of the girl. 
Nevertheless, too many accept with resignation 
the sad fact that comparatively few girls receive 
daily instruction in our schools, particularly in 
less congested Jewish neighborhoods. This fact 
indicates that the Jewish public thoroughly mis- 
understands the function of Jewish education to- 
day. 

In the medieval ghetto the Jewish girl re- 
ceived very little schooling, but we mustn't over- 
look the fact that she was constantly exposed to 
Jewish influences emanating from her home and 
from her environment, influences most valuable 
in education. Thus she became permeated with 
the Jewish spirit and developed traits and habits 
needed to make her a good Jewish housewife 
and mother. The goal of the school of the ghetto 
was to educate the pupil to a high level of Jew- 
ish learning. There was no need of worrying 
whether or not the pupil would grow up to be a 
loyal Jew—the child’s environment automatically 
took care of that aspect of his education. To- 
day, however, due to the lack of proper environ- 
mental influences, the primary function of our 
school is to develop within the pupil a measure 
of devotion to Jewish Ideals and to the Jewish 
way of life. Accordingly, from the point of view 
of our school of today, Jewish education is as 
vital to the Jewish girl as to the Jewish boy. 

We are already suffering from the neglect of 
the Jewish daughter. Daughters who. have not 
received any form of Jewish education either at 
home or at school have become mothers; these 
mothers do not feel the need of Jewish educa- 
tion for their children, neither for their sons nor 
for their daughters—these mothers are respon- 
sible for the fact that so large a portion of our 
children do not receive any form of Jewish edu- 
cation. On the other hand, the majority of the 
mothers who do send their children to our schools 
have received Jewish training at home or at 
school. If, therefore, we look to the future of 
Jewish lifa in America we must recognize that 
neglect of Jewish education of our daughters ul- 
timately implies neglect of Jewish education in 
general, and without Jewish education there can 
be no creative Jewish life.

Melvin S. Sands, One of The Five Student Rab- 
bis From H. V. C. Who As A Religious Caravan 
Traveled To California and Back Via Trailer This 
Summer, Tells His Experience In a Small Minne- 
sota Town.—Our small-town Jew has a case of 
the “jitters.” Scaring newspaper headlines, 
threatening radio reports, paucity of news of rel- 
atives abroad assure him of the precarious posi- 
tion of the people of Israel. Be it Wisconsin or 
North Dakota or Missouri, the story is the same. 
These middle-class folk, for the most part merch- 
ants or professional men and women, though 
relatively secure financially, are becoming con- 
cerned about their own life of peace here in 
America. 

We were made cognizant of this attitude of 
uncertainty very early in the trip during our 
stay in one Minnesota community. Immediately 
upon our arrival, we made a visit to the shop 
of our correspondent, who had made the proper 
arrangements for our coming. He was an inter- 
esting and intelligent fellow. A tailor by trade. 
In the course of our conversation, our friend 
took leave of us for a moment and then returned 
with a circular which he handed over to us for 
our examination. It caricatured Governor Ben- 
son, during the recent hotly contested guber- 
natorial primary, seated on an old nag and be- 
hind him on the same horse, several Jews prom- 
inent in political circles. By slogan, statement 
and implication, this propaganda sheet obviously 
attempted to give the Farmer Labor Party cam- 
paign a distinctly unfavorable Jewish character. 
In no uncertain terms it aimed to show that 
were Governor Benson re-elected it would be as 
a consequence the administration would neces- 
sarily become Jewishly dominated. It is not dif- 
ficult to believe that numerous copies of these 
vile “throwaways” had been distributed through- 
out the state. 

Our tailor friend, I am sure, had neither read 
extensively on the history and philosophy of 
fascism, nor did he know all the implications that 
were involved, but he was truly aware of its 
evils. He knew the effect of such poisonous 
propaganda on the unsuspecting and unenlight- 
ened Gentile population. Fearful of the worst, 
he was eager to know what could be done to pre- 
vent the continuation of such activities. He was 
afraid that what was happening abroad might 
happen here. To him, at least, the handwriting 
was on the wall.
